Was mentioned onely in Danicl; who was alſo caryed_ 
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Yvith three as godly, Ananias, Mikel -& Ankvfak & 5: 
therof the Kinges race. Eight yeresafter this would not 
teach X. Ioakim thar he vpon rebellion ſhould be buryed 
as an Aſle: For he had fiancd againſt the holy Gh. in bur- 
ning leremies Lawentations;& could not be renued to re- 
pentance: but mult haue open puniſhmet here,as Fternal 
in Gehenna+ After five yeres Daniel & Nab; both area- 
med of the great Image; that ſhouldrule not only Iucah 
but all: a long ume; Toakim carcd nothing for all this. 
Nab. the £. reſently maketha Golden Image, to aug- 
ment the viſions memorie ; & his hope ;as Diod: Siculus 
noteth; that he ſhould bea Monarch : and vyould-hauc 
It vvorſhipped. Then Daniels godly coſyns quench the 
ficr. AndtneX of Babel proclameth Gods glory: But 
Ioakim contemneth God, to haſten judgment: & rebel- 
leth againſt Nab: X. of Babell. The ſecond & third ch. 
of Daniel maſt be here conlidered; hovy againſt them 
the vvicked harden their hart.
